22. (Currently Amended) The article of claim 21 , wherein periodically 
transmitting, without solicitation ef and confirmation, further comprises: 

transmitting, without solicitation ef and confirmation, said some of the 
computing platform service information at intervals of less than about every five 
minutes. 

29. (Currently Amended) An apparatus, comprising: 

a memory module to store computing platform service information 
associated with a plurality of services offered by a plurality of service points in a 
range area; and 

a transmission module, coupled to the memory module, to periodically 
transmit without solicitation ef and confirmation some of the computing platform 
service information to at least one potential subscriber to the plurality of services. 



39. (Currently Amended) A system, comprising: 
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a memory module to store computing platform service information 
associated with a plurality of services offered by a plurality of service points in a 
range area; 

a transmission module, coupled to the memory module, to transmit without 
solicitation ef and confirmation some of the computing platform service 
information to at least one potential subscriber to the plurality of services; and 

an omnidirectional antenna coupled to the transmission module.

The prior art of record teaches the claimed invention substantially as discussed 
in the prosecution history of this application, but it fails to teach or suggest individually 
or in combination that a system periodically transmits without solicitation and 
confirmation computing platform service information associated with a plurality of 
services offered by a plurality of service points in a range area to wireless devices of 
potential subscribers to the plurality of services as set forth in independent claims 1, 21, 
29, and 39. Claims 1-17, 19-25, 27-35, 37-43, and 45-46 are allowed because of the 
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combination of other limitations and the limitation listed above. 

6. Examiner interprets the limitation "computer-readable storage medium" as a 
device that stores computer instructions and participates in providing the computer 
instructions to a computer processor for execution. The computer-readable storage 
medium includes non-volatile media, volatile media, computer storage devices and 
memories. For example, optical or magnetic disks, ROMs, PROMs, EPROMs, 
EEPROMs, RAM, hard disks, CDs, DVDs. The "computer-readable storage medium" 
does not include acoustic or electromagnetic waves, such as those generated during 
radio-wave, infra-red, and optical data communications.
